This Law. muft certainly 
appear fevere and cruel to every 
Man, who- has. thedeaft Compaffion 
for the Misfortuhes;: ot even for the 
Weaknefs, of Mankind; yet fo fond 
were the Roman Patricians of this 
cruel Law, that rather than give it 
up, or foften it in ‘the leaft, they’ 
confented ta that new Regulation 
of giving the’ Plebeians a Power to 
ehufe Magiftrates for themfelves, ‘and 
of having legal: Affemblies, ' where 
they might concert proper Meafures 
for increafing their own Power, and 
diminifhing that of the Patricians. 
When the Monarchical Govern- 
ment was firft abolithed at Rome, it

So ‘far were they from endeavour- 
ing-to gain the People; by any Con- 
ceflion with refpe& to this Law, that, 
it feems, they began to execute it 
with more Rigour, or rather Cru- 
elty, than ever it had been executed 
in the Timé’of: their Monarchy; for 
during the 244 Years they. were 
under the Government’ of Kings, 
we do not hear of the leaft Com-

Power, into their own Hands, we 
find the People not only complain-

was certainly the Bufinefs of thofe E means of this Law, but at laft broke 


who were the Authors of that Revolu- 
tion, and particularly of the Patri- 
cians, to engage the Affeétions of 
the Populace as much as they could ; 
but as they had a mind ‘to fet up an 
Ariftocracy, they fhould have taken 
Care not to endeavour to gain the 
People by fuch Means a8 might en- 
able them to turn that Ariftocracy 
into a Democracy, which in a large 
' and extenfive or powerful Society, 
always ends in abfolute Monarchy. 
As the Patricians were then the only 
- ¥ich Families at‘Rome, it may be fup- 
pofed they were'the only Creditors ; 
therefore we muft conclude, that the 
Softning of this Law, as they were 


out into a Sort of open Rebellion; 
and, indeed, the Speech of the poor 
Debtor, who was the immediate Oc- 
cafion of this Infurreétion, fhews 
how rigoroufly, how cruelly, this 
Law ‘nad been executed, In_ this 


F’ Speech he tells the People, * That 


‘ while he was fighting for his Coun- 
“try in she Sabin War, not only the 
« Fruits of his Lands were deftroyed, 
“but his Houfe burnt, his Cattle 
‘ drove away, and every Thing he 
‘had deftroyeds that at this unfortu- 
‘ nate Jun@ture ‘his Landlord infifted 
“upon his Rent, which obliged him 
*to borrow'a Sum of Money; that

“increaled by Ufury; that by thefe 
« Means he had been fir ftript of

© Bridewell or Slaughter-bou/e,’ 

As this Man’s Cafe was certainly 
well known to many. of thofe. to 
whom he related it, we cannot fup- 
pofe he would have met with fuch 
Compaffion from the People, if it 
had not been as he reprefented ; 
and fuch an unfortunate Cafe, one 
would think, ought to have pleaded 
for Compailion at leaft, if not a Dif- 
charge, from the moft inhuman Cre- 
ditor; but when the Laws of a Coun- 
try indulge Cruelty, it can hardly be 
expected an Ufurer will thew Mercy. 
—This old Soldier, covered, with 
Naftinefs and Rags, with ghaftly 
Looks, along Beard, and clotted 
Hair, had broke out from his Credi- 
tor’s Slaughter-houfe, or Dungeons 
and getting into the Street, foon 


made himfelf known to his old Fel-D 


low-Soldiers, and thewed by the 
Scars upon his Breaft, dow bonoura- 
b/y he had ferved in the Armies of 
his Country, and by the recent 
Wheals of the Lafh upon his Back, 
bow gratefully he had been rewarded 


by the Laws of his Country. Upon E 


this a Tumult enfued, which the 
Confuls and Senate could put an 
End to no other Way but by pro- 
mifing a Law, by which it. was to. 
be enadted, ‘ That no Creditor fhould 
* hold his Debtor in Prifon or in 
« Fetters, if the Debtor was willing 
* to lik as a Soldier; and that whilit 
* a Man was in the Camp, no Cre- 
* ditor fhould take his Goods or his 
* Children in Execution.’ 
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So modeft, fo eafily pacified, were 
the Roman Populace in the Infancy 
of their Commonwealth, that the 
Promife only of this Law, which 
was rather a precarious Sufpenfion, 
than a Mitigation of the former, 


A * gave them, full Satisfaction: Upon 


this Promife they immediately lifted 
under the Conful, marched againft 


* the Enemies of their Country, and 


gave them a fignal Overthrow.—— 
This Modefty in the People, and 
the Juftice and publick Utility of 


B what they defired, ought to have 


been ftrong Arguments with the Pa- 
tricians for granting their Requefts 
but fo much blinded were the Majo- 
rity of them by Self-Jntereft, that 
they prevented the Conful from per- 
forming his Promife, which ftirred 


Cup a new Tumult, more violent 


than the former.——~Upon this the 
Senate being affembled, the wifeft and 
moft difinterefted of them were for 
performing what had been promifed 
to the People; but Appias Claudius; 
a Foreigner by Birth, and confe- 
quently one who could not be fup- 
pofed to have any great natural Af- 
fe&tion for the People of Rome in 
general, was for creating a Diétator; 
and as Livy fays,, Factione refpefiuque 
rerum privatarum, que femper offetere 
officientque Publicis Confiliis, Appius 
vicit: By Fa&tion and Self-Interefs 
which always bave, and always wilt 
confound publick Gounfels, the Opinion 
of. Appius prevailed. . Nay, {fo fu- 
rious were the Patricians, that this 
very Appius was like to have been 
chofen Didtator, tho’ he was a Sabia 


F by Birth, and tho’ the Romans were 


at. that very Time at War with the 
Sadins; from whence there was cer- 
tainly jut Reafon to fufpedt, that his 
Zeal for what the Patricians thought:

All Republicks that have gone to 
decay have firft been divided into 
Factions ; we have two Faétions ia 
this City, the one of Men who nei- 
ther like to be govern’d by Force 
and Violence, nor to obey like 
Slaves; but who are for maintaining 
that Freedom, which their Ancef- 
tors enjoy’d before them: The other 
is of Men who are for promoting 
fevere Laws, to keep their Fellow-Ci- 
tizens in Subjeétion, and who would 
efpoufe the Intereft of any Thing, 
eitherNative or Foreigner, that might 
be ufeful to them in gaining a Supe- 
tiority over their Fellow-Citizens, or 
enriching themfelves at the Expence 
Of the Publick. You fee all the Par- 


tizans of Philip are of the laft. If 
the Rights of Arbens are invaded, or 
if your Honour is infulted, thofe 
who commit the Outrage always find 
a Party in this City to deny, to ex- 
tenuate, may even to juftify the 
Wrong: and why do they do it? 
Becaufe they are Parties concern’d 
themfelves; it is the Effeét of their

Stranger will needs know what Ser- 
vice they are upon, you may tell the 
plain Truth, and anfwer, they are 
taking their Reft, and eating up the 
Revenues of the Commonwealth.

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An Account of Micwae. SERVETUS. 


Ichael Servetus was born in 

1509 at Villaneveva in Arra- 
gon, in the Kingdom of Spain; His 
Father, who was a Notary, fentC 
him to the Univerfity of Toulu/e, 
in France, to ftudy the Civil Law. 
Servetus began to read the Bid/e then, 
which he had never done before. It 
does not appear that there were any 
Antitrinitarians in France, or any 
where elfe, at that Time; and there- D 
fore it is not improbable that he him- 
{elf broached the new Doétrine, for 
which he was afterwards put to 
Death. Perhaps he applied himfelf 
to read the Holy Scriptures, becaufe 
the Reformation did then make a great 
Noife in France; and, being fenfible — 
that the Church wanted to be re-. 
formed, it is not unlikely that he 
went fo far of his own Head, as 
to fuppofe that the Trinity was one 
of thole Doétrines which were to 
be rejected. However that be, he 
grew very fond of his Opinion; and F 
after he had been two or three Years 
at Touloufe, he refolved to retire into 


Germany, and to fet up for a Refor- 
mer. 


His Book intitled, De Triniratis 
Erroribus, was printed in 1531. The 
mext Year he publithed another Book G 
againit the Trinity at Haguenay. After 
this he refolved to return to France; 
becaule he was poor, and did not 
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underftand the German Language. 
He himfelf alledged thefe two Rea- 
fons for it at his Trial. 

Having been two or three Years 
at Lions he went to Paris, where he 
ftudied Phyfick. He took his Degree 
of Mafler of Arts, and was admitted 
Dofor of Phy/ick, in that Univerfity ; 
and he afterwards prattifed Phy/ck, 
and wrote fome Books in that Sci- | 
ence. He was, likewile, for fome 
Time, Correétor of the Prefs at Li- 
ons. Having finithed his Studies at | 
Paris, he lett that City, to go and | 
practife Phyfick in fome other Pla- 
ces; which he did two or three 
Years in a Town about 12 Leagues 
Diftance from Lioms, and then a 
Vienne in Daupbine for ten or twelve 
Years. 

While Servetus was at Paris, his 
Book De Trinitatis Erroribus was di- 
fperfed in Jta/y; and very much ap- 
proved by many Italians, who de- 
figned to forfake the Church of Rome. 
It is not improbable that Le/ius So 


cinus, Faufus’s Uncle, and feveral © 
other Jta/ians, took their Antitrini- © 


tarian Notions from Servetus’s Book. 

Fobn Calvin and Servetus firft quar- 
relled in an Epiftolary Corre{pon- 
dence. Servetus fent a MS. to Cal- 
vin to have his Judgment about it, 
fix Years before he was apprehended 
at Geneva; and tho’ that Piece was 
never printed, it was produced a- 
gainft him at his Trial. Such unfair 
Methods do Profecutors and Inqui- 
fitors commonly take! Calvin was 
fo incenfed againit Seryetus, that he 
could not forbear reviling him in 
his Commentaries on the Bible; for 
he calls him a profligate Fellow, full 
of Pride, the proudeft Knave of tht 
Spanith Nation, and a Dog. 

Servetus (notwithftanding the bad 
Treatment he had met with) conti- 
nued in his Opinions, and boldly re- 
folved to publith a third Book againt 
the Trinity, and fome other Doc- 
trines.

And there is 
fuch an Acrimony in his Writings 
againft them, as would have incited 
the Roman Catholicks to put him to 
Death, if he had not denied the 
Trinity. 

Tho’ the Chrifiani/mi Reflitutio 
was printed very privately, and with- 
out Servetus’s Name, Ca/via was in- 
form’'d that Servetus was the Author 
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way, met Fume 17, and condemned } 
him to be burnt.alive with a flow 
Fire, if he could be apprehended; 
and in the mean Time to be burned 
in Effigy, with his Books. Accord- 
ingly, on the fame Day, his Effigy 
being laid on a Cart, was carried to.

a Gibbet, and burned, with five Bales 
of his Books. ) 

After he had made his Efcape from

Aan, That be boped to fee the Day 
that there foould not be a Shot fired 
in Europe, without. the Permiffion of 
Great Britain, or.at 4aft without a 
good Reafon given wherefore it was done. 

When a Nation raifes herfelf to 
be of this Confequence, fhe appears 
amongft other States like a ae 
amongift her Attendants; —fuch is 
the Refpeét that is paid to her, they 
do not prefume fo much as to quar- 
rel in her Prefence. 

As it is not the Policy of Great 
Britain to make Conquetts or enlarge 
her Dominions, her Neighbaurs can- 
not be jealous of her Power; and 
therefore no Nation feems fo much 
defign’d by Providence to hold the 
Balance, and to be the dernier Re- 
fort of Juftice. 

As the Affairs of Europe are now 
embroil’d, I own I fhould not be 
forry to fee the Republick of Genoa, 
* and the Corficans appeal to Great 
Britain; nor do I fee why we have 
not as good a Right to fettle the 
Succeflion of Fuliers and Bergues as 
any Power that is not a Party con-

—Foreigners will be able to find, 
by looking ina Map, that there is 
fuch a Place in the World as Great 
Britain, but we thall be of no more 


falfe Politicks; their venturing to go 
on thus, plundering our Merchants, 
after fo many repeated Complaints, 
has fomething in it that Common 
Senfe cannot account for: It amazes 
me that they fhould not ftand in 


B Awe of the great Abilities of our 


prefent Minifters; fure the Fame of 
their Wifdom muft have reach’d be- 
yond the Pillars of Hercules. Do 
the Spaniards confider how much 
they have to lofe, and how little 
to gain by a War with England? 


C They cannot deceive themfelves fo 


far as to fancy, that they are upon 
an Equality with us ia Point of 
Strength by Sea. 

I muft allow that it is not prudent 
to proclaim War immediately upon

Wednefday, Dec. 2%, in the 

Morning,a great Crack was heard from the Cel- 
lar of the Spaw Houfe ; and upon Search the 
Cellar was found rent. The Night following, 
the Inhabitants heard another Crack, and in 
the Morning entering the Cellar, they were 
furprized to fee the ftrenge Pofture it ftood in, 
and then got feveral Gentlemen to view it, 
who were of Opinion that the Houfe would 
foon fall. On Tburfday following, between 
two and three o’Clock in the Afternoon, there 
was another Crack heard, and the Top of the 
Cliff behind it rent 224 Yards in Length, 
and 36 extreme Breadth, which was all im- 
mediately in Motion, flowly defcending, and 
continued fo till it was dark. The Ground 
thus rent.contained about an Acre of Pafture 
Land, and Cattle then feeding thereon ; and 
was on a Level with the main Land, and 54. 
Yards above High-Water Level, but funk 
down near perpendicular 17 Yards: The folid 
Ground thus funk was computed at 261,360 
Tons. The Sides of. the Cliff neareft the 
Spaw ftand as before, but rent and broke in 
many Places, and forced forwards to the Sea ; 
the Ground when funk’ lay upon a Level, 
{and the Cattle the next Morning feeding on 
it) the main Land being as a Wall on the 
Weft, and fome Part of the Side of the Cliff 
as a Wall on the Eaft, and the Whole was 
fuch a confufed Profpeét as is fearce to be ex- 
prefs’d: The Rent of the Top of the Cliff 
as aforefaid from the main Land, was 224 
Yards. The Rent continued from each End 
down the Side of the Chiff to the Sands, was 
meafured on the Sands from one End to the 
other 268 Yards, wiz. 143 South of the 
Wharf and Spaw Wells, and 100 to the 
North of the Spaw. As the Ground funk,

HE late Advices from Hungary, and 
the other Frontiers between the Ger- 
mn and Turk! Dominions, are full of the 
prefeut miferable Circumftances of the Peo- 
ple io thofe Countries, Both Sides are mak- 
ing continual Inroads; The Country is laid 
wafte, the Villages and Houfes burnt, and 
the People not only plundered, but led into 
Captivity. In Sclawonia, Serwia, and Bofnia 
the Imperialifts fem to have the better; for 
coe leaperial Commandants of Belgrade and 
(radica having Made Detachments from 
chog Gtrtoos to drive away the Turki Par-

As the Admin'ftration of Publick Affaire 
in Turkey always depends upon the Succefs and 
not upon the Wifdom or Abilities of the Mi- 
nifters, Abdalla Bacba their Prime Vizir, 
having failed in his Attempt upon Ockzakow, 
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he has, for that Reafon, been and 
the Kaimacan of Conflantinoeple is made Prime 
Vizir in his room, who, as is given out at 
Peterfourgh and Vienna, is lefs capable than 
the former, becaufe he is no way acquainted 
with military Affairs, which, one would 
think, ought at this Juodture to be em infur- 
mountable Objection to his being raifed co that 
high Dignity ; but in all Countries where 
Preferment is owing to the Intrigues of @ 
Court, the leaft worthy are generally the 
moft fuccefsful Candidates for any Preferment. 
However the former Prime Vizir has not met 
with the ufual Fate of degraded Minifters ; for 
his Head ig as yet left upon his Shoulders, 
and he has got the {mall Government of JVe- 
gropont conferred upon him. 

By the laft Letters from Poland we havea 
long Account of the Difgrace of Count Sul- 
how/ki, Prime Minifter to the prefent King of 
Poland, It is very remarkable, that the = 
Reafon given by his Polifb Majefty for dif- 
gracing this Minifter is, That be bad feveral 
Times forgot bis Duty tothe King, But we 
are not told, whether by this be meant, his 
Duty, a8 a good Courties, or his Duty as « 
faithful Servant. But, be it which it will, 
his Penfion of 6000 Crowas is to be continued 
to him.
